The Central Coal Association of Pennsylvania has

When such a 
plan is offered by the Prescient of the United States it 
hecomf.s in effect a command of the American people.

The only possible justification for a refusal to accept

well-founded conviction that f.uch a proposal embodies 
features that imperil the general welfare and constitute • 
a menace to other industries than our own. 


The mere f<ict that such a plan may work an irrepar- 


able injury amontr hundreds of thousands of individuals 
whose savings are invested in mining enterprises is serious 
but not sufficient in itself to warrant a refusal to accept 
its provisions. In fact it is insignificant in comparison with 
principles 'Of public interest and citizenship, which are
